LOPEZ APPEAL 
TURNED DOWN 
ELECTION CASE

Boyce Holleman, 30-year oid Wig- 
gins attorney, this week was affirmed 
as district attorney for the Second Cir- 
cuit Judicial District in an opinion 
handed down by the Mississippi Su- 
preme Court in Jackson. 

The state court turned down 
appeal of Arnaud O. Lopez, Biloxi 
attorney, who led in the March 31, 
1953 special election but lost when 
a Pearl River County Circuit Court jury 
threw out two Harrison County ballot 
boxes where fraud allegedly occurred. 

The 26-page decision was handed 
down by Justice William N. Ethridge 
in Sectio» B of the court. 

Concurring unanimously in the de- 
cision were Justices W. G. Roberds, 
Percy Lee, John Kyle and J. G. 
Holmes. 

Lopez appealed to the State Supreme 
Court on two counts: 

1. He charged the Circuit Court 
in Harrison County had no power to 
allow Holleman to examine certain bal- 
lot boxes. 

2. The Circuit 
River County made an error in ex- 
cluding the returns from Biloxi pre- 
cinct 4 and the White Plains pre- 
cinct in Harrison County. 

Returns from those two boxes were 
held in effect to be void because of 
widespread fraud and irregularities by 
the election officials. 

On the basis of throwing out ballot 
boxes, the court found Holleman to 
be the legally elected district attorney. 

The Supreme Court denied both of 
Lopez’ appeals. 

In his decision, 
said: 

“We do not have a case here where 
there are mere irregularities in the 
conduct of the election, or fraud by a 
candidate or outside conspirators. The 
fraud found here is that of the election 
oficials themselves, the of 
the boxes in question. 

“It is the general rule that the re- 
turns of election officials are presumed 
to be valid and properly made but this 
presumption and its prima facie cor- 
rectness fails where the managers have 
participated in fraud’ or such a per- 
vasive nature as to impeach their en- 
tire returns.” 

The decision said that authorities 
make a substantial distinction between 
illegal practices by persons who are 
not election officers and fradulent prac- 
tices by election officers themselves. 
When the return in any precinct has 
been shown to be so tainted with fraud 
by the election managers that the 
truth cannot be deductable from it, 
then it should never be permitted to 
form a part of the canvas, the decision 
continued.

To determine the effectiveness of a 
trial polio vaccine ın protecting child- 
ren against paralytic polio. 

VACCINE TO BE USED 

The vaccine to be studied is the 
one recently developed by a research 
grantee of the National Foundation— 
Dr. James E. Salk, Research Pro- 
fessor of Bacteriology at the University 
of Pittsburg. 

NATURE OF THE STUDY 

The vaccine will be given to 
ond grade school children during the 
non-epidemic period before June 1, 
1954. Thereafter its protective effects 
will be evaluated by comparing the 
incidence of subsequent paralytic di-

You build 
good, sound equipment so you will 
have good operation, and then you 
couple up a train, line up the switches. 
check the consist, and open the throt- 
tle. 

Out she rolls, onto the main line 
and with railjoints clicking picks up 
speed and turns into the first curve. 
From then on you're on your own. It’s 
your layout, your trackplan. You've 
got the train orders in your head, the 
contols your hand. You're en- 
gineer, fireman, conductor, porter, dis- 
patcher, superintendent, track walker, 
section foreman, master mechanic, 
trainmaster, stationmaster, bridge-gang, 
president and board of directors. 

According to your ingenuity and 
your available cash you can have a 
simple track plan or a complex one, 
a large stud of engines or only one, 
ten cars or a couple of hundred. 

Since most of us begin with “tin- 
plate” or a toy train equipment, I 
would like to make a few suggestions 
j to possible future railroaders. Many 
hobbyists like direct current for run- 
ining trains, but unless you have one 
of the American Flyer sets with D.C., 
don’t let it bother you. Alternating 
house current and a transformer are 
perfectly good to use for a long time. 
Since you have the latter to run your

Place them thinly in 
trays in a warm location with good air 
circulation. When bulbs are received, 
if they are coming from a cooler area,

lation of air, the absorbed moisture 
will create mold and decay begins im- 
mediately.
